Little Rock, .Tune %— Elisha Baxter, 
the tenth governor of Arkansas, died at 
his home at Batesville. Governor Baxter 
was born in R utherford county, N. C., 
Sept I, 1837. 
He was elected governor 
of Arkansas in 1873, and his adm inistra­ 
tion witnessed the storinest period in 
the history of the state, and brought 
about the Brooks-Baxter war. On April 
15, 1878 Brooks proceeded to the gov­ 
ernor’s office, forcibly ejected Baxter 
and his private secretary, himself took 
the oath of office, summoned his fol­ 
lowers to guard the capitol and issued a 
call for troops to support his assumption 
of office. 
M eanwhile the followers of 
Governor B axter organized forces and 
the w ar began.
